MI, 


VERDICT OF THE JURY 


In the Case of the Suicide of Henry B, 


Harkrader-Financlal Troubles 


the Cause. 


In these columns last evening appeared 


a correct account of the Belt-destruction 
of Henry Ephraim Harkrader, a well- 
to-do farmer, residing in Maroa township, 
one mile west of Emery Station, and three 
to four miles south of Maroa. Coroner 
Dinneeu was summoned to hold an in- 
quest, and he selected the following gen- 
tlemen to investigate the case: Henry 
Flood,foreman; L. C. Davis, A.N. Covey, 
O. H. Linehart, M. W. Bishop and F. W. 
Miller. 
The witnesses examined were 


Mrs. Margaret Calloway, a sister of the 
deceased; Mary V. Harkrader, his mece; 
and B. C. Harkrader, his brother. These 
persons stated that the suicide had taken 
about two ounces of laudanum on Friday 
morning, and that soon afterward a.pistol 
shot was heard. 
They hurried to the 


room, where they found Harkrader lying 
upon a lounge with a bullet hole in his 
head, and a four-ounce bottle partly filled 
with laudanum lying on his breast, lie 
did not speak, and died in less than two 
hours. The jury returned the. following 
verdict:

de , on oath do find that he came to .w 
death by a shot from a pistol held in his 
own hand while under the innneuo, in 
laudanum and being temporarily insim.,
